1568.  Went  abroad  1572  and  was  in  Paris  during  the  massacre 
of  St.  Bartholomew's  Eve.  Visited  Germany  with  Hubert 
Languet.  Also  Austria,  Hungary,  Italy,  Bohemia  and  Poland. 
Returned  to  England  1575  and  began  his  sonnets  of  the  Astrophel 
and  Stella  series.  In  1577  bearer  of  congratulations  from  Queen 
Elizabeth  to  the  Elector  Palatine  and  to  the  Emperor  Rudolph  II 
on  succeeding  to  their  respective  thrones.  Pubhshed  his 
Apologie  for  Poetry  1579.  In  1580,  in  retirement  at  Wilton, 
began  his  Arcadia,  and  in  collaboration  with  Lady  Pembroke 
versified  the  Psalms.  1583  knighted.  September  1583,  mar- 
ried Frances,  daughter  of  Sir  Francis  Walsingham.  September 

1585,  appointed  Governor  of  Flushing.  September  1586, 
wounded  at  Zutphen  and  died  October  17th.  He  was  buried 
in  old  St.  Paul's.
